shot away du ring the firing to­ 
day and was replaced by the dar­ 
ing mu tineers. 
Orders were is­ 
su ed by the gov ernment for a 
general bombardment after twen­ 
ty -fou r hou rs of desu ltory fight­ 
ing had failed to mov e the mu t­ 
ineers. 
When othe bombardment was 
resu med by all the ships, the red 
flag was ru n down and a white 
one su bstitu ted. 
The su rrender 
was u nconditional. 
The ring 
leaders were placed in prison u n-1 
der heav y gu ard and probably 
be ex ecu ted. 
The barracks were 
dismantled. 
The Rio del Su r is 
reported as in a sinking condition.
